followers and privates who left the army 
long ago. In the opinion of General Go- 
mez, no more than 30,000 are entitled to pay.

“All appear imbued with a species of 
insanity. They do not realize the destiny 
planned by the military administration. 
For President McKinley the Cubans do not 
exist, but only Gomez; and Cuban) inde- 
pendence now depends solely on President 
McKinley, who is guided entirely by the 
American military commanders in the isl- 
ands, just as Spain was guided by her cap- 
tain general, 

“There is no difference between 
President McKinley and Secretary Al-

“It is not too much to say that the gov- 
ernment now existing in Havana interferes 
with itself. Senor Mora, the civil govern- 
or, does nothing, and he does not suit Gen- 
eral Ludiow, who is not the right man for 
the place.” 


The National League has made a formal 
announcement of its policy. Its programme 
is to “‘establish a liberal and rational gov- 
ernment, based upon the concord of all 
the inhabitants participating, regardless of 
national differences of births.’! 

Formal naturalization is required, how- 
ever, in the case of foreign born résidents. 
The results of former elections are to bd 
entirely ignored as not attained under pro- 
per influences, and: hereafter according to 
the appeal of the league, candidates for 
office are to be subjected solely to the tests 
of capability, honesty and the desire to 
serve the country. 


NATIVES BATTLE IN SAMOA. 


Rebels and Friendlies Engage in Fight 
with Few Casualties. 


Auckland, N. Z., April 27.—Advices just | 


received here from Apia, Samoa, dated 
April 18th, report that severe fighting has 
taken place between large bodies of friend- 
ly natives and the rebels. 

The casualties, it was thought, would not 
exceed twenty, and no Europeans were 
among the injured. 


KRUGER PREPARES FOR WAR.

Situation in Transvaal Is Alarming 
and May End in Bloodshed. 
Capetown, April 26.—There is renewed 
uneasiness over the situation in the Trans- 
vaal. President Kruger’s general in chief, 
Joubert, is inspecting the frontiers and se- 
lecting places suitable for intrenchments. 
More rigid inspection of the military has 

also been ordered. 

Kruger, as he intimated a month ago, 
evidently is expecting hostilities with Eng- 
land. 

The Dutchmen are uneasy over the result 
of the ‘petition to Joseph Chamberlain, 
England’s colonial minister, signed by 21,000 
English residents in the Transvaal and 
setting forth their grievances. Chamber- 
lain’s action, it. is believed, will mark a 
Crisis in English-Dutch relations. The 
British army here is being , vane aug- 
mented.

A STRONG DEFENSE IS MADE. 


Filipinos Contest Every Foot of Ground 
in Front ef Calumpit. _ 

Manila, April 26, 646 p. m.—Aguinaldo’s 
army today is defending Calumpit ener- 
getically, which is said to indicate that the 
rebels are finally making that place their 
last ditch, or stand, which the Americans 
expected them to make at Malolos. 

Ior the first time the Filip‘nos are em- 
picying artillery. They brought two 
action in the trenches today before 
Calumpit, firing modern shrapnel, which 
burst over the heads of General Wheaton's 
men without effect. 

The fighting was resumed at 6 o'clock this 
morning. During the night the American 
engineers repaired the Bagbag bridge, thus 
enabling our troops to cross the river. 

General Wheaton’s brigade advanced in 
extended order with the Kansas regiment to 
the west of the railroad and the Montana 
regiment to the east of it and took up a 
position covering one and a half miles on 
the south bank:of the Rio Grande.

When the rebels began fighting, 
two puffs of smoke simultaneously 
from the trenches on each side of the 
railroad track showed they were using 
cannon, which was a genuine surprise 
to the Americans. Several shells burst 
close to General Wheaton’s staff, but 
it seemed that the Filipinos failed to 
master the machinery of modern shells, 
as they were unable to get the right 
range.

from civil war, net from the men fighting 
for home rule or contending for honest prin- 
ciples of secession or abolition, but from the 
deadlicr enemies of the government at home, 
the corrupt official, the soulless trust, the 
conscienceless army contractor. How dif- 
ferent in southern camps during the civil 
war, when communities asked that soldiers 
be sent to their neighborhoods in order that 
men, women and children might minister to 
the army, might nurse the wounded and 
comfort to sick and distressed.

(3) What the confederacy would 
have been if secession had succeeded. This 
last point is an entirely new field of dis- 
cussion in memorial addresses, 

In discussing General Lee as a type'of 
southern soldiers, he referred to the fact 
that Lee had the choice of commanding 
either army, President Lincoln having had 
it suggested to him that he could have a 
high commani in the federal army. On this 
same point he said: “It is a remarkable 
record that nearly 22,000,000 people were 
required to defeat 9,000,000; that it took

Thought Was Right,” by Mr. J. T. Davis. 

Hon. Henry G. Turner then arose to in- 
duce Mr. duBignon, the orator of the oc- 
casion, and was greeted by a round of ap- 
plause.

Eatonton Has No Set Oration, but 
Talks by the Old Soldiers. 

Eatonton, Ga., April 26.—(Special.)—The 
R. T. Davis camp, No. 759, United Confed- 
erate Veterans, met this morning at the 
courthouse with an unusually large and 
enthuSiastic attendance, showing the fact 
that the memory and love of the cause for 
which they suffeved is as dear to them now 
as in the glorious days of the confederacy. 
During the past year only two comrades 
have died, namely, Tieutenant J. W. Har- 
groves, Third Georgia, and Duts B. Mar- 
shall, Twelfth Georgia. Darwin's rule of 
the survival of the fittest seems 
good as regards the veterans of Putnam 
county; a few of them feeble, all of them 
showing the mark of -advanced years by 


their gray hairs and grizzly beards, but 
most of them bearing the evidence of stur- 
dy manhood. A remarkable fact of this 
camp is that among its ranks are nine men 
who served as captains of companies from 
this county. 

Delegates were appointed to the Charles- 
ton reunion and the camp unanimously 
voted- against the proposed change of the 
name of the United Confederate Veterans.

And their spirits have been committed to 
God. 

Once more we gather at the tomb of 
southern heroes and reconsecrate ourselves 
to the duty of honoring the memory of the 
brave men who died in defense of southern 
principles. This: is no perfunctory duty. It 
Will never become an irksome task. There 
are but few of the survivors left who 
fought with Lee and rode with Stuart and 
craved with Forrest or stood with Gor- 
don, in serried columess, but this Memorial 
Day will never be neglected; it will con- 
tinue to be a day of blessed memories. The 
deeds of valor’ wiil be perpetuated by the 
posterity of the men who are and 
the sanctity of this sacred occasion will 
live longer than marble cenotaph. With 
each succeeding season we will rekindle 
the fires of patriotism from the glories of 
the and recognize the purity of the 
lost cause in the snow of the lily’s leaf. 
We shdll swear our sons to vengeance up- 
on no altar of deadly hate, but we witli 
teach them the beauty and the nobility of 
courage and self-sacrifice at the shrine of 
eternal truth. 

Since we assembled here one year ago in 
this labor of love great events have crowd- 
ed upon us. The country in which we live 
has been an actor in stirring and 
the map of the world has been changed. 
kor the first time since the battle flags 
were furled at Appomattox and Bentonville 
the rude alarum of war has been heard 
again and men of the north and men of the 
south’ have rushed together in a cause 
somewhat similar to that which stirred 
southern hearts in 1861—the right of a peo- 
ple to rule themselves. In the new strug- 
gle the prestige of southern valor has been 
Inaintained.

ing a ship under the converging fire of 
deadly batteries, giving to the world a 
naw example in naval warfare and wring- 
ing from an astonished enemy the plaudits 
of “‘Valiente; vdliiente;’’ The sons of the 
men who flew the young flag on the Ala- 
bama and the Merrimac have added a new 
record to the navies of the world. Who 
shall say that the exploits of the armies 
of Virginia were in vain, or that the brave 
deeds of the confederate navy, were useless 


sacrifices? Southern men have learned their. 


lessons like Spartans in the severe ordeal 
of defeat and the soldiers’ and _ sailors’ 
blood which ebbed away at Chickamauga 
and Mobiie bay has become the seed of a 
new and invincible dispensation. We must 
remember that those were southern men 
who sailed ‘the Virginus in 1875 to the haven 
of death, and in the goodness of time it 
was a southern man who avenged their 
assassination in Cuba by dictating the 
terms of Spanish surrender on the hills 
of Santiago. 

With thé dawn of peace an era of good 
feeling has rolled across the land, The 
men of the north have stretched forth the 
fraternal hand to the men of the south. 
There is something more than “the stern 
joy Which warricrs feel of feomen worthy 
of their steel.’’ There is the respect and 
affection of citizens of one section for 
citizens of another section of our common 
country. The old barrier against confed- 
erate officers has been broken down, and 
today confederate soldiers in the West 
Indies are decorated with military rank 
and intrusted with civil station in the ser- 
vice of the United States. The statesman- 
ship at Washington has held out olive 
branches and an effort has’ been made to 
place southern cemeteries in charge of na- 
tional authority, where the graves of brave 
men who fell f¥om Manassas to Marietta 
may become a care of the general govern- 
ment with its generous superintendence.

The man who thinks that love for the 
memories of the confederacy is dying out 
is a most mistak n mortal. Let him at- 
tend the great annual reunion of veterans 
in Atlanta or Charleston and see the reve- 
rence and enthusiasm of the peonole over 
the survivors of the south’rn army. The 
old gray uniforms, the familiar battle flag, 
the surging crowds, the strains of ‘‘Dixie,” 
the gray-haired warrior whose step quick- 
ens and whose eye flashes with the eld 
wa fever, the “guudia certaminis” again. 
ar» convincing proofs that the spirit of 
‘él 1s alive in the breast of many a south- 
ern man, The young people vie with their 
fathers in honoring these reunions; the 
Sons of Veterans march to martial music. 
the Daughters of the Confederacy hang 
b autiful banners on the outer walls and 
dispense a royal hospitality, reviving the 
tenderness of their mothers in the hospi- 
tals of the sixties, while southern beauty 
Ig so exuberant with the vestal charm of 
this goodly land that the commander in 
chief has had to call a hait and curb the 
youth and loveliness of the country lest 
the wealth of sponsors crowd and dazzie 
the gallant veteran until his bewilderod 
fancy turns from thoughts of war to 
thougnts of love. 

The Reunion Here. 

But after all the real reunion of the Con- 
federat:. Veteran is here. In this sacred 
city of the dead he dwells in countless 
thousands. The camp fires glow in the 
blossoms which bloom above his. gilent 
breast and all the bugles ring again when 
“spring winds her merry, horn to call 
the Mowers from their wintry bed.” I see 
these graves, one after another, rise like 
trenches on the cmbattled hills and I ses 
the pine end oak trees wave their banners 
in the flash of the sunlight and the glow 
of the silver stars. The towering shafts 
ere white and shapely and tell of that 
young mation “which rose so white and 
fair and fell so pvre of crime.” Here tre 
armies of Lee and Jackson and Johnston 
hold their last assemb'y and their last re- 
treat, and here they await the revellic of 
the last trump of the resurrection morn 
The time will come when the reunion of th, 
living veterans will be a thing of the pas: 
and wheu those who will honor the cause 
for which they fought can only visit their 
graves and cover them over with beautiful 
flowers 

And what shall I say of that gallant 
cavalryman, ‘‘the beau sabreur’’ of Georgia 
whos2 career honored a long line of dis 
tinguished ancestors, whose grandfather 
did so much to build up a state which his 
brave youny descendant strove so gallantiy 
to defend. He, too, is gone after a life well 
spent. Of him it may be said that he 
never forsock a friend or feared a foe. His 
name was loved in stlanta and his death 
leaves a void which you veterans eannot 
fill. ‘Tonight he cleeps well, his maniy 
breast unmoved bv these touching scenes 
he loved so much in life; nis warfare o’er, 
beyond the reach even of his beautiful 
“Bugle Song.”” Jonn Milledge Was nature's 
nobleman... He went to his grave ‘‘sustain- 
ed and svothed by an unfaltering trust.” 
true to his God and his people, wrapped 


in the folds of his country's flag, for which. 


he fought so weil. The memory of the 
confederacy was a Vital factor in his life; 
he was always the dashing cavalier, the 
brave trooper, the unsuilied confederate, the 
Christian gentleman, the Georglan among 
Georgians; a graceful, kindly, knighted man 
whom it was well te know; so simple and 
tender, so guileless and good, that the bare 
mention of his name falis like a fragrant 
blossom on this Memorial Day. 
What Georgia Is Doing. 

Georgia has responded handsomely, I am 
glad to know, to the opportunity offered of 
commemorating the part her soldiers took 
in the heroic struggle at Chickamauga, the 
most stubbornly contested field of the civil 
war. The monument soon to be dedicated 
on that historic plain tells of the splendid 
triumph of southern valor and of Georgla 
arms. It is the most memora- 
ble Campus Martius of modern 
times and the shaft of bronze and 
marble “dotting that battlefield seem tv 
stand in the path of some bygone cyclone, 
resistless as it swept a swath of victory 
and d_ath those three eventful days. Geor 
gia’s monument is to be unveiled next 
month. It is a noble pillar, comely and 
commanding, for Georgia troops won new 
prestige on that fateful day and Georgia 
blood flowed in crimson tide into that real 
“river of death.’ If the valor of the south- 
crn confederacy were gauged by that one 
struggle it would still be immortal. And 
yet Georgia soldiers died at Gettysburg, 
and Antietam, and no monuments yet tell 
of their bravery in the stone-bound abbeys 
of the north. Thousands of them sleep tn 
forgotten graves in the prison yards of the 
northwest, but their spirits today walk in 
that Valhalla, where valor consorts with 
honor, and where goed deeds never die. 

A New Situation. 

Three weeks ago there was a memorahle 
scene on the historic Potomac. The soldier 
dead who fell in Cuba and Porto Rico 
were brought home upon a funeral «hip 
and their ashes were deposited at Arlinzg- 
ton. April 6th marks a new Memorial Day 
in this countrv. for that memorable spot 
heretofore reserved for the dead of the 
union army became in truth what it has 
been merely in name, a national burving 
ground, Soldiers from every section of our 
country, from Georgia tto Maine. now 
sleep side by ‘side at Arlington. Heroic 
dust commingles and the prophecy of Roh- 
ert Toombs: has been fulfilled, that ‘‘the 
blood which flowed at Cowpens and Eutaw 
could not be kept at enmity forever.” And 
vet there was a time when southern dead 
were refused sepulcher there: when south- 
ern women were prohibited from strewing 
flowers upon the graves of southern 
diers grouped in an adjoining section. And 
now at Arlington, overlooking the broad 
Potomac which thirty vears ago separated 
contending armies; at Arlington, the home 
of the Virginia Lees, and where repose the 
ashes of Hancock and of Sheridan: at Ar- 
lington in the shadow of that lofty monu- 
ment erected ‘“‘to him who made our coun- 
try great,’ that novle shaft, like the statue 
of Memnon, will proclaim the sunrise of ua 
new nation where there remains no trace 
ef sectional strife or sectional bitterness. 
Qn the historie gates of Arlington 
inscribed those words of a southern poet-- 
“On Fame’s eternal camping ground 

Their silent tents are spread. 

While glory guards with soiemn round 

The bivouac of the dead." 
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Tunese words possess a significance today 
they have never carried before. Let some 
American president dedicate Arlington to 
a restored country, proclaiming the new 
birth and life of a greater republic, and 
declaring with an emphasis and an elo- 
quence far surpassing the oration of Mr. 
Lincoln at Gettysburg that “a government 
of the people, for the people and by the 
people shall not perish from the face of 
the earth.”’

of being the boldest politician that ever held 
the high position in Alabama. There are 
many men who do not hesitate in saying 
that Joe Johnston, as he is commonly 
known, will be victorious, and notwithstand- 
ing the great mass meeting next week 
in Montgomery, at which democrats from

Governor Johnston is com- 
ing in for a great amount of criticism, He 
is being maligned by daily papers right and 
left. There are no morning papers on his 
side, but with all that he js receiving recog- 
nition in many quarters. 

If Joe Johnston is victorious, and it be- 
gins to look like he will be, he will be the 
strongest politician*in the state, one of the 
greatest ‘who ever lived in the state. His 
path to the United States senate, at a sac- 
rifice of even o!d John T. Morgan, seems to 
be clear. 

As‘this fs all-going on, there is a ques- 
tion being asked, is John T. Morgan to sit 
idly by and allow the matter to pass un- 
noticed? 

The next legislature (not the extra ses- 
sion) will elect a United States senator. 
Of: course it is understood that Senator 
Morgan is a candidate for re-election. Now, 
if Gevernor Johnston is victorious in his 
constitutional convention matter he will 
be one of the greatest politicians in the 
state. and wiil probably contro! the next 
legislature, giving him a cinch on the sen- 
atorship. If he loses, he loses nothing- 
outside, of the chance to go to the senate. 
if he had not begun the fight or the move- 
ment he would have had no chance at the 
senatorship until Senator Morgan had 
passed away. So it presents itself to a man 
up a tree as apvearing that the governcr 
has everything to gain and nothing to lose. 

Who is in the better position? 

Governor Johnston !s confident that he wil! 
win out in his fight for the repeal of the 
law providing for the constitutional con- 
vention. He feels that the men who an- 
swered the circular letter will vote as they 
answered, That he has some other pledge 
is believed Dy many. 

But Senator Morgan is looked to in Aln- 
bama and the announcement of his inten- 
tion of coming here and. participating in 
the campaign, which is now being arranged 
by Chairman Robert Lowe, of the state 
executice committee, is exciting a er al 
deal of comment. It is stated that he 
will be here next month and the people 
of Alabama will receive his views on the 
constitutional convention plan. He is in fa- 
vor of the movement, a party follower and 
opposed to the repeal of the law. 

Very interesting is the matter growing. 
As the 2a of May approaches the peopfe 
wonder who will be victorious. 

Governor Johnston has behind him some 
able men. He will make a hard fight before 
dying. The victory. of his scheme means 
the whole wor:d to him. From a non-parti- 
san standpoint, it-looks as if he wil be a 
winner, 

In south Alabama, tn east Alabama and 
in parts of north and west Alabama Gov- 
ernor Johnston is being praised for his 
efforts. His name is being mentioned ‘on 
every lip in the state almost. Should he be 
victorious there are no fears that the 
leaders in the party wiil not return to the 
flock and democracy will go on as triuwph- 
a}.t as before in the state of Alabama.

Tallahassee Fails Manufacturing Company, 
which has its prineipal office in this city, 
had a meeting of its directors held on yes- 
terddy and which meeting authorized the 
issuance of the company’s bonds in the 
sum of $250,000 for the further extension 
and improvement of the already immense 
cotten factory at Tallahassee.

Committee’s Nomination Will Be Act-

IMPORTANT MATTERS WERE DISCUSSED 


A Number of Interesting Talks Made 
and It Is Announced That Work 
Is Progressing. 


The field workers of the International 
Sunday School Association held an all-day 
conference at the First Methodist church 
and discussed plans for. the 
work of the coming year. Althouga new 
officers were to have been elected, the 
conference did not settle the matter fur- 
ther than to appoint a nomination commit- 


yesterday 


tee and receive its report. 

The entire sessions of the conference were 
spirited and many warm discussions re- 
garding plans and work were indulged in 
by delegates. A number of matters were 
taken up and after being acted upon were 
recommended to the international execu- 
tive committee to be passed upon for ap- 
proval. 

The Morning Session. 
morning session convened at 
o'clock. President Alfred Day called the 
conference to order and announced t*at 
A. M. Mayo, of Louisiana, would conluct 
the devotional exercises. 

Mr. Mayo read a chapter from [I Corin- 
thians and commented at length upon tne 
words of the scriptures. “The Power of 
Jesus’s Name” was then sung, and after 
short prayers by two of the dele- 
gates, President Day took the chair and 
made a short address, in which he wel- 
comed the delegates ang spoke of the mat- 
ters which were to be brought before the 
conference for discussion. 

He said that the conferences held by the 
field workers were always productive of 
great good and that as a large amount of 
enthusiasm in the meeting then to be held 
had been shown, he was of the opinion 
that the Atlanta conference would be one 
of vast importance to the work in the 
Sunday schools throughout the land. 

The report of the secretary was ordered 
read, and at this point the executive com- 
mittee withdrew to hold its session in the 
lecture room of the church. It was an- 
nounced that- the secretary and treasurer 
of the field workers was unable to attend 
the conference and her husband, Rev. E. 
Morris Fergusson, read the report. 

The secretary’s report was adopted and 
the chairman announced that as new of- 
ficers were to be elected at the conference.’ 
a committee on nominations should be se- 
lected. 

A committee of three, consisting of 
Messrs. Pierce, Lucas and Duncan, was 
then appointed to select a place and time 
for the next conference of the field work- 
ers, 

Rev. E. Morris Fergusson, as chairman 
of the ‘committee on statistics, then read 
the report of that committee, in which 
many suggestions for the work of 
determining the number of members of 
the Sunday schools all over the country 
were made. The report requested that the 
executive committee be asked to redouble 
its efforts to secure more accurate results 
in the future. 

In this connection the report introduced 
several resolutions and asked that the con- 
ference take action upon them.

Dr. Fergusson also desired to withdraw 
his name, if there. was a possibility that 
the fleld workers would not ne permitted to 
send out their own statistical requests and 
otherwise manage the affairs of their own 
organization.

This announcement brought on spirited 
talks from several of the delegates and:

stances was to have a committee appointed 
to confer with the executive committee and 
find out just what authority the field work- 
ers had in the matter of regulating their 
own affairs. 

This was agreed to and a committee of 
five was appointed to wait upon the execu- 
tive committee and discuss the matter. 
The committee then withdrew and pending 
its report the regular order of business was 
resumed, 

tev. A. Lucas, of New Brunswick, madé 
a short talk on the relation of state and 
provincial field workers to international 
work. He discussed the subject from a 
financial standpoint and szid that if more 
attention was paid the Sunday schdol offer- 
ings this work might be more effective. 

tev. Charles Roades, D.D., of Perinsylva- 
nia, discussed the same subject, but from 
an educational standpoint, and told of his 
work in the Sunday schools of Pennsylva- 
nia.

The conference then adjourned to meet 
again at the call of the president to consid- 
er and take action pon several matters 
of importance. The new officers will be 
elected at the next session.

At 5:29 o'clock the primary conference 
was held in the lecture room of the church 
and Mrs. W. F. Crafts, of Washington, 
D. C.. presided. The: meeting was largely 
attended and interesting talks on Sunday 
school work were made by’a.number of 
prominent teachers. 

Mrs. Crafts said that as there were more 
than 11,000,000 Sunday school pupils in this 
country and that ts one-third of this num- 
ber were in , the primary department, 
the work of this department was’ necessa- 
rily important. 

Mrs. William King, .president of the At- 
lanta Fr:maryv Union, then made a shert 
address to the delegates and welcomed 
them to the city. She said she appeared 
to extend an invitation to all to attend a 
reception at the governor’s mansion.

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Mr. Perry Belmont Again. 

Mr. Perry Belmont has taken the trou- 
ble to write another letter to Mr. Bryan 
explaining his position and setting forth 
the reasons why h@ is opposéd to the 
Chicago platform. He might have made 
his letter very much shorter, for when 
he goes into a history of the party’s dec- 
Jarations made since the war and prior 
to 1836, he merely reminds democrats 
of the shufflings and evasions which 
were characteristic of the party’s piat- 
forms as they came from the hands of 
the “pivotal state” democrats. 

Owing to circumstances which every 
democrat understands, the south, for 
many veors after 1865, felt that -it would 
be prudent to take no active part in 
shaping the platforms and nominating 
candidates. ts activity would have 
been misunderstood. Consequently the 
delegates from this section merely went 
through the formality or ratifying the 
shuffling. and evasive platform framed 
by the other delegates, and of indorsing 
the candidates most acceptable to them.

Editor Constitution—In: response to your 
editorial brief. which appeared in The Con- 
stitution of Monday morning, this day, re- 
lating to the duty of the negro ministers to

carefully prepared statements relative to 
the fearful and tragic events which have, 
though diverse in nature, followed each 
other with such startling and fearful ra- 
pidity. : 

Referring particularly to the awful man- 
ner in which Sam Holt was called to expa- 
tiate that crime and al] the attendant cir- 


cumstances, not omitting the ceaseless, un- 


remitting pursuit terminating in the sacred 
twilight hour of the Sabbath day, all of it fs 
so fearful to look back upon, beginning with 
the crime and ending with its sequel, that 
the ordinary mind is rendered incapable of 
thinking of or expressing what is wisest or 
best at this time.

We have answered Professor Brockett 
thus plainly, and perhaps, bluntly, in 
order that a better understanding may 
be the sooner reached. ‘The profes- 
sor, as a type of the better colored class, 
would not commit crime; has a hearty 
detestation of it, and sincerly regrets, 
as he says, such shocking occurrences 
as that which took place in the Cran- 
ford homestead. But the point we 
make, and the one to which we ask the 
specific attention of those whom the 
professor represents, is, Why did they 
not sound the alarm and join in the 
chase from the Cranford homstead 
rather than from the charred pine stump 
near Newnan? ‘Why did they not, in- 
stead of being mere passive observers, 
take one step more, and join the band 
of law prosecutors? 

To make the point plainer still: Mad 
and infuriated ag were the men who 
visited justice upon Sam Holt, they 
would have formed a guard of honor for 
a colored posse which might have had 
the spirit and grit to have arrested the 
criminal, and to have started with him 
on their way to the sheriff. With such 
an exhibition of negro detestation of 
the crime, and negro purpose to assist 
in the prosecution of criminals, Holt 
would probably have been spared for 
trial by jury, and would perhaps have 
died bv legal process. Hence, it is that 
Governor Candler declares that they lost 
the opportunity of their lives when they 
failed to do this. 

Professor Brockett’s statement that 
the w«olored people will meet in his 
church next Sunday to express their 
views will warrant this suggestion: Meet, 
by all means, and denounce the crime 
which is the besetting sin of the colored 
race. Do not weaken the complete de- 
nunciation of this crime by giving com- 
fort to wretches who have fallen under 
popular vengeance. Denounce the crime

Defense of the Lawyers. 

Editor Constitution—In discussing the 
lynching of Strickland in today’s paper you 
sound a note of warning. ‘‘The zest and hi- 
larity and exujtation with which our most 
solemn statutes are violated show that 
public opinion, if it can be described as 
such, has reached a most perilous state.” 

Permit me to state that the temper of this 
editorial is better in accord with fair criti- 
cism than another in the same excellent 
hewspaper, date one week ago, wherein 
you gently laid the blame on the legal pro- 
fessiun and squarely indorsed that same 


‘public opinion which you now say is ‘‘per- 


ilous.”” Then you said, ‘‘We hear a good 
deat about arousing the public conscience. 
this is all wrong. The public conscience ig 
all right, and ic is the enraged public 
conscience wWhicn is aroused when we Near 
of a lynching. And again, “Punishment 
by mob is meted out simpiy because pun- 
ishment by law is in paraiysis.”’ 

Now, if anything is certain is Georgia, 
it is that the crime of rape has fallen ex- 
Clusively within the jurisdiction of Judge 
Lynch, whose procedure is not noted for 
leniency or delay. You admit this when 
you say ‘“‘these lynchings have been going 
On for some years, and they are becoming 
more frequent. In other words, they do-wot 
seem to deter negro criminals from the risk 
of rope and torch.’’ 

How unjust, then, for The Constitution 
and Judge Hillyer and Governor Candler 
and others to be constantly reminding us 
on every Occasion “that lawlessness would 
not exist if courts would toe the line of 
duty.’’ > 

You further suggest that the legislature 
must provide for prompt sitting of the 
courts. This hag already been done by 
Statute, and by that authority a special 
term was called in one county, jury im- 
paneled, indictment, conyiction and sen- 
tence of death in ten days—the earliest mo- 
ment under the law. No motion for new 
trial, no appeal. Death, swift and sure! 

But the mob iynched the prisoner in the 
custody of the sheriff and jin the presence 
of the court. Did the “‘law’s delay’’ cause 
the lynching? 

Leaving the Holt cremation and admit- 
ting, as I do, that his most fiendish crime 
deserved a death of torture, let me suggest 
that mob violence is not confined to rape. 
We had heard often that one crime only 
was outside the right of trial by jury 
and that on the idea that the hideous brute 
was like a wild beast, to be dispatched on 
Sight, but accusations charging other to- 
tally dissimilar crimes and against both 
races are claimed by this fearfully danger- 
ous tribunal to come within its widening 
jurisdiction. 

Was “public sentiment all right’’ when 
Moore was hanged in Macon, afterwards 
conceded to be the wrong man? Public con- 
science al} right when a warning threat was 
sent to Mr. Thomas because he believed and 
said that ‘‘as we are a superior race, we 
must show superior justice,’ and that it 
was best to be sure of guilt before dispos- 
ing of Strickland? All right when white 
cappers called citizens—white citizens—to 
front gates not a hundred miles from At- 
lanta and beat them by the light of the 
moon? All right when the good people of 
Glay county deplored the midnight assas- 
sination there, but could find no witness 
toinform thecourt sitting ready to try the 
offenders? But |] forbear—what I started 
out to say was that as a lawyer, practic- 
ing law as a business for fifteen vears in 
the circuit courts, IT have known of no in- 
stance where there was any disposition or 
act on the part of any member of the bar 
of my acquaintance to justify the charge 
in this discussion made and printed that 
Ivnchinge for rape may be traced to the un- 
certainty of courts and lawyers to inflict 
the death penalty for that crime—and to 
express my belief that unless something is 
done to stay the widening and rising tide 
that threatens to administer punishment tn 
any and all cases, and overthrow the right 
of trial by fury, then we may 1looK for con- 
tinned lawlessness wnttl the flerce snirit 
that rides in the tempest of haste and fury 
mv finally seize and strangle the wresc it- 
self.

Yesterday. 

Tallahassee, Fla., Aprii 26.—(Special.)—Al- 
though this was Memorial Dey, a state 
holiday, both houses of the legisiature 
spent a busy forenoon. The senate devoted 
itself largely to preliminary consideration 
of measures, and new biils'introduced were 
of minor imporance.

It is openly hinted that it 
is a political move to intrench Superin- 
tendent Sheats in power. 

Recent Georgia outrages led to the intro- 
duction of a bill directing sheriffs of all 
counties to purchase bloodhounds for use 
in catching rapists and felons. More im- 
migration, heaith and anti-liquor measures 
were introduced and definite statuary lee- 
is:iation upon these matters seems assured. 
A carefully prepared bill to prevent defeat 
of justice by pleas of insanity by crimi- 
nals was introduced in the house by Clark, 
of Jacksonville, and is certain of strong 
Support.

The Smoker Last Night. 

The features of the informal smoker ten- 
dered the visiting delegates by the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades last night was 
the unanimity with which the speakers con- 
demned child labor in Georgia ana the 
boycotting of the George W. Childs cigar 
by the local federation and the visiting 
delegates. 

The meeting was presided over by Presi- 
dent Samuel Strauss, of the Atlanta Fea- 
eration of Trades. After the disposal of 
routine business, cigars were passed and 
the meeting resolved itself into an informal 
Symposium. Speeches were made by vari- 
ous members of the local federation and 
Visiting delegates. 

William G. Gredig, of the Augusta Typo- 
graphical Union No. 41, was the first 
speaker. He said that he was one of 
seven who had come to Atlanta as an ad- 
vance guard of the Augusta delegation. 
Augusta would be represented by twenty- 
six delegates, all of whom would come 
to Atlanta with the avowed purpose of 
working vigorously for the trades union 
of the state. j 

Speaking of 


. trades unions in Augusta, 
he said 


that in the past six months be.- 
tween fifteen and sixteen trades unions had 
been organized. He hoped that the conven- 
tion would take appropriate action on the 
subject of child labor. Augusta being a 
large milling center, children of tender age 
were brought directly: in competition with 
mature labor, greatly to the detriment of 
the child, whose education was Slighted and 
health wrecked, as well as the lowering of 
wages.

Major Thomas stated that the conditions , 


laid down by the city would compel him 
to begin elevating his tracks so far west 
of Forsyth street bridge that his yards 
would be seriously damaged. He would 
not consent to undertake to build a new 
station if he had to allow for a clearance 
of twelve feet at Whitehall and not cut 
that street down more than five feet. 
These conditions would require him to 
begin elevating too far west of the bridge 
because he would not think of making the 
grade of the tracks more than 1 per cent. 

Mr. Egan stated that the Central's vard 
would be injured, too, and he would not 
favor a new station on the present site 
with the conditions which the city at- 
tached. 

After talking the matter over, the roads 
decided to ask for another conference with 
the city council’s committee. This was 
communicated to Mayor Woodward. and 
he arranged @r a meeting this morning 
at 1l o'clock at the city hall. 

As has been intimated heretofore, the 
roads will not impair their freight yards. 
Major Thomas holds the key to the sit- 
uation, and there can be no new union 
station on the present site unless the con- 
ditions are acceptable to him. He stated 
his position last month about the grade 
and where he was willing to begin to ele- 
vate his tracks—under the Forsyth street 
bridge. -He jis still holding to that posi- 
tion, and it looks as though there will be 
no union station unless the city modifies 
its conditions.

Walter Giles, a negro man, was accused 
of using ugly language where ladies were 
passing and he was rocked by a crowd. 
Giles would not run and the stones thrown 
at him struck him several times. He was 
sullen and called out to the crowd to kill 
him if they wanted to. Two police, officers 
came upon the scene in time to get Giles 
out of the way. 

Wiliam MeKinley, a mubhattvu youth, was 
chased and stoned by a crowd of white 
men and boys upon the charge that he 
had cursed two old white men whom he 
pushed off the sidewalk MeckKiniey ran and 
when closely pressed he drew a pistol and 
fired one shot at his pursuers. No one 
was hit, and before he could shoot a second 
time the negro was caught by a police 
officer.
